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What is claimed is:

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3. A method of creating a Rasing in a borehole located in a subterranean 
formation, comprising: 

supporting a tubulkr liner and a mandrel in the borehole using a 

support mepiner; 
injecting fluidic mjaperial into the borehole; 
pressurizing an inres^ioryegion of the mandrel; 

displacing a portion of the mandrel relative to the support member; and 
radially expanding the tubular liner.

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5. An apparatus for expanding a tubular member, comprising: 
a support member including a fluid passage; 
a mandrel movably coupj/^d to the support member including an 
expansion cone^ 

at least one pressure chamber defined by and positioned between the 
support member and p;iandrel fluidicly coupled to the fluid 
passage; and 

one or more releasable supports coupled to the support member adapted 
to support tne tubular member. 

e: An-app aratus, co mprising: 

one or more solid tubular members, each soUd tubular member 

indjiding one or more external seals; 
one or jnore slotted tubular members coupled to the solid tubular 
members; and 

^-coupled'to one of the~glotted tubidar members.
